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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  first  re- 
port relative  to  your  schools. 

Several  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  have  taken 
place  since  the  last  report. 

Mr.  Samuel  Finkle,  the  commerce  teacher  for  the 
past  two  years,  was  elected  to  the  headmastership  fol- 
lowing the  resignation  of  Mr.  Arthur  Danielson  who 
went  to  the  Epping  union  as  superintendent. 

Mr.  Forest  W.  Truland  of  South  Portland,  Maine,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Maine  and  who  has  done 
graduate  work  at  Tufts  College,  was  elected  to  teach 
the  sciences  and  mathematics. 

Mrs.  Florence  Turner  returned  as  teacher  of  the 
primary  grades,  to  replace  Mrs.  Gertrude  Hoik  who 
transferred  to  Grades  5  and  6  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Shirley  Velander. 

The  enrollment  last  year  as  shown  by  the  table  at 
the  end  of  this  report  was  174.  This  year  149  have 
registered  to  date.  These  figures  show  a  decrease  of 
20  pupils  in  the  elementary  school  and  5  pupils  in  the 
high  school. 

The  medical  inspection  report  of  last  year  showed 
that  111  pupils  were  examined  and  the  following  de- 
fects were  found  and  reported  to  parents :  Underweight 
22,  defective  vision  19,  defective  teeth  25,  and  diseased 
tonsils  7.  Corrections  reported  by  the  school  were  as 
follows:  Underweight  10,  defective  vision  9,  diseased 
tonsils  1,  with  67  pupils  receiving  treatment  for  defec- 
tive teeth.  Special  physical  examinations  were  given 
to  athletic  groups.  Hearing  tests  were  given  to  124 
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* 

pupils  by  using  the  audiometer.  Thirteen  pupils  were 
inoculated  for  diphtheria.  Toxoid,  tonsil  and  adenoid 
clinics  were  held. 

The  penny  milk  program  is  being  continued  with  ap- 
proximately 100  pupils  receiving  a  half-pint  bottle  of 
milk  daily. 

During  this  past  summer  the  walls  and  ceilings  in 
four  rooms  were  refinished  and  the  ceilings  only  in  one 
lower  corridor  and  boys'  locker  rooms.  A  definite  pro- 
gram whereby  a  planned  amount  of  work  is  done  each 
year  will  do  much  to  keep  the  building  in  its  present 
good  condition. 

The  teacher  situation  throughout  the  country  is  still 
serious  but  somewhat  relieved  in  certain  fields.  The 
most  serious  shortages  seem  to  exist  in  the  field  of 
practical  arts. 

Financial  planning  is  still'  very  difficult  due  to  the 
continuing  rise  in  prices  in  everything  used  by  schools, 
especially  paper,  books  and  janitors'  supplies. 

The  citizens  of  Bethlehem  should  feel  fortunate  that 
the  school  is  in  excellent  condition  and  is  staffed  by  a 
group  of  teachers  who  are  well  trained  and  are  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  the  children. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  come  back  and  work 
again  in  the  school  system  and  community  that  has  for 
many  years  been  very  dear  to  me.  In  closing  I  wish  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  citizens  of 
Bethlehem,  the  school  board  and  the  teaching  staff  for 
their  splendid  cooperation.

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Headmaster's  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  first  re- 
port as  headmaster  of  Bethlehem  High  school.  The 
total  enrollment  for  this  year  is  forty-eight:  thirteen 
freshmen;  ten  sophomores;  nineteen  juniors,  and  six 
seniors. 

The  standards  set  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
are  being  maintained  in  all  subjects  and  provision  is 
being  made  for  individual  differences  in  all  classes. 

Pupils  in  all  grades  are  being  encouraged  to  make  use 
of  the  facilities  available  in  the  public  library  and  the 
figures  obtained  from  the  librarian  indicate  that  there 
has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  books  being 
loaned  to  pupils. 

A  follow  up  of  the  graduates  of  1947  has  revealed  the 
fact  that  all  are  gainfully  employed  or  attending  the 
following  colleges  and  schools:

Plymouth  Teachers  College  3 

Keene  Teachers  College  2 

Springfield  College  1 

Berlin  Vocational  School  1 

The  extra-curricula  activities  included  in  the  pro- 
gram are:  basketball,  baseball,  softball,  skiing,  track, 
music,  dramatics,  and  socials  sponsored  by  the  individ- 
ual classes.  The  BHS  COMET  is  published  periodically 
and  a  yearbook  will  be  published  in  June. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation 
to  the  school  board,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the 
members  of  the  faculty,  the  pupils,  and  the  citizens  of 
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Bethlehem  for  their  kind  consideration  and  cooperation 
during  the  year.
